W ASHINGTON, Jan. 4.— After a five day New Year’s 
breathing space, the arms negotiations were resumed today 
with an impetus that swept some of the most troublesome 
problems of the conference almost to the point of discus­ 
sion. 
Foremost among the separate discussions which appeared 
tonight to he approaching a conclusion was the controversy 
between the Japanese and Chinese over Shantung. 
Ii was 
indicated that the conversations might end tomorrow one 
way or the other, and the predominating belief was that 
the result would be an agreement rather than a final d ead­ 
lock. 
A final agreement also was in sight on the question of a 
revised Chinese tariff. 
After a long argument the tariff 
sub-committee came together on a proposal to increase 
China’s tariff schedules under an international con.mis­ 
sion plan and the far eastern committee of the whole is e x ­ 
pected to ratify the decision tomorrow.
